Steward Good Samaritan Medical Center is a mid-size, for-profit community-High Public Payer (HPP) hospital located in the Metro South region. It is a 

member of Steward Health Care System. Steward Good Samaritan had a 6.8% increase in inpatient discharges from FY11 to FY15, compared with a 

median decrease of 9.5% among peer cohort hospitals. Steward Good Samaritan reported a profit in FY15 for the third consecutive fiscal year. Its total 

margin of 8.6% was higher than the 5.4% median of its peer cohort, and it was also the highest margin the hospital had in the five year period.
